With regard to utility and enablement rejections, 
Applicant traverses SEQ ID NO:3366 encodes a cytochrome P450 and P450s are involved in carbon assimilation and 
biosynthesis of plant growth hormones. Applicant's traversal is unpersuasive because Applicant does not indicate which from the 
laundry list of all possible utilities for all plant genes would be specific to SEQ ID NO:3366. Listing all possible plant gene 
functions and inviting one skilled in the art to determine which is applicable to SEQ ID NO:3366 among the 12,046 sequences 
disclosed does not meet current utility guidelines. With regard to enablement rejection of claims 10-12, Applicant traverses SEQ 
ID NO:3336 has high degree of homology to cytochrome P450. Applicant's traversal is not commensurate in scope with claims 
because no function is recited for the 95-99% sequence identity.
